A dreadtul calamity has befallen the 
ively and smiling town of Palazzolo. 
Where on'y a few hours since there 
were the two populous wards of Guardia 
and Fiumegrance, where a new theatre | 
und several elegant mansions formed 
ihe ornaments of the place, there is now 
valy a heap of ruins and rubbish, a mis 
to the beholder.

truction. There are houses ruined,
